3 . In the present case the confession is full of detail, it is very circumstantial 
and bears on it, in our opinion, the impress of truth. 


If we abandon the practice of sending accused persons before the magistrates for making 
confessions, we run the risk of losing not only the three kinds of confessions referred to in 
paragraph 3 of the Local Administration’s letter, but also the not infrequent cases where the 
confession is full of detail, and therefore of the utmost value. 


5. Still a further consideration, in considering the question in its bearing on the courts 
of justice, is the fact that the magistrate’s record of the confession is conclusive proof that the 
confession, even if untrue or subsequently retracted, was actually made. Section 27 of the 
Evidence Act allows the proof of such information, whether it amounts to a confession or not 
as relates to a fact discovered thereby, and the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner has remarked 
that such confessions would not be affected by the repeal of section 164 of the Criminal Pro- 
eedure Code. In reply to this suggestion I would submit that if the practice of recording 
confessions under section 164 is abandoned, it will always be open to the accused Zo deny that he 
ever gave information to the police at all, and to say that therefore the fact discovered could 
not have been discovered in consequence of such information. The trying court may be over- 
distrustful of the police, and may be inclined to believe the accused’s statement that he never 
gave the information leading to the discovery of important evidence : in short that the story 
of the giving of the information is itself a pure fabrication. But not even the most distrustful 
court can disbelieve that the accused did make a confession if it has the magistrate’s record to 
consult. 


6. As regards the improvement of police work, there can be no doubt that of late years 
methods of investigation have much altered, and the alteration has been in the direction of 
greater judicial acumen. This is partly owing to a higher standard of education among police 
officers and partly owing the influence of the ‘bar, which has made it necessary for the police to 
strengthen the prosecution as much as they can so as to make it unassailable. One of the lessons 
that they have certainly learnt, is that they must not relax their efforts through reliance on a 
confession, but must take care to support their cases with evidence as well. While therefore the 
repeal of section 164 may perhaps make the police even more careful than at present, I 
think they already realize sufficiently the importance of evidence apart from confessions, and 
I certainly do not think that the repeal of the section 164 will effect such an improvement in 
police work as will outweigh the considerations that may be urged against such a measure, 


7. But after all there can be no doubt that the chief motive underlying the suggestion 
now under criticism—at least in so far as it may have been made by persons who have no 
practical experience of India—is the desire to prevent oppression by the police. Here again I 
do not believe that the measure suggested will effect any real improvement. If the police are 
over-keen on obtaining confessions, this is not because they regard confessions as important in 
themselves, but because a confession immediately gives them a line on which to direct their 
investigation and a clue to evidence that they could not otherwise obtain. To obtain such 
evidence they will continue to work for confessions even if section 164 is repealed, and accused 
persons will not be any more secure than before. The way to prevent oppression is not to 
abandon the recording of confessions by magistrates, but severely to punish oppression when 
it is proved, and to aim at improving, by education and precept, the morality of the foree, In 
this direction there has already been considerable progress, and more is certain to follow in 
the future. 

8. To sum up I oppose the suggestion for the following reasons :-— 

(i) We shall lose many confessions which, owing to the amount of detail which they 
contain, are obviously true. 
(ii) The accused can deny that he ever made a confession, and so defeat section 27 of 
the Evidence Act. 
(itt) Police methods of investigation will not be puch improved, and do not really stand 
in much need of improvement as regurds appreciating the value of confessions. 
(tv) Oppression will not be diminished, as confessions will still be worked for so as to 
„+ Obtain a line on which to conduct the investigation. 
` 9, There remain to be considered the points raised in paragraph 4 of the Government of 
‘India’s letter. 

10. I agree that no magistrate below a 1st class magistrate should be allowed to record 
confessions. Magistrates of lower class, through inexperience and want of ability, are apt to 
overlook important and indispensable formalities, and are also less independent in their attitude 
towards the police. — - M

12 I do not agree with the suggestion that before a confession is recorded an accused 
person should have spent at least one night out of police custody. Не is likely to come under 
contaminating influences in the underirial ward. A recent case in this district strengthens 
me in my opinion. Three aceused persons gave the district superintendent of police an 
account of a murder, which by its abundance and exactness of detail convinced him of its 
absolute truth. The accused were at once taken before a magistrate who refused.to record 
the confession as it was late in the evening and he had no facilities for doing so, not v 
in court. Next day the accused were brought up or having their confession recorded 
denied all knowledge. They persisted in this denial in the sessions court, but the sessions 
judge offered pardon, and thus obtained a full eonfession eorresponding exaetly in its details 
with that given to the district superintendent of police. But when an accused is brought п 
for confession and then refuses to make one, then I think that under no circumstances shoul 
he be given back to the police, for in such cases the police are specially likely, through А 
ment, to exercise oppression. 

18. The Bombay rule, regarding questions about ill-treatment, may be adopted. The 
Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner has already directed in the Local Administration’s letter 
по. 209-IV, dated the 15th August 1911, that the Bombay rule, regarding the examination . 
of prisoner's bodies, shall be adopted.

With reference to Mr. Hamilton’s letter No. 289-IV-1-37, dated the Sth August 1911, in 
which the Judicial Commissioner was requested to express his opinion on certain questions 
relating to confessions by accused persons, 1 am directed to inform you that the judges of 
this court met to consider the matter and that opinions have been obtained from the three 
most experienced of the s-ssions judges now serving under the Local Administration. 


2, А сору of the letters received from sessions judges is enclosed. It will be observed 
that only Major Morris is in favour of tuking away from all magistrates the power to 
record a confession made by an accused person before the commencement oi an inquiry 
or trial. 


8. The judges of this court arrived unanimously at the conclusions set out in the sub- 
joined paragraphs of this letter. 

4. The power in question should certainly be retained. Besides the three kinds of 
voluntary confession mentioned in paragraph 3 of the letter under reply there is one which is 
not uncommon, namely, that made because the accused is among people who know the trath 
and are anxious that the investigation should be completed: the average criminal is not 
qualified to judge how far the certainty reached by his fellow-villagers 18 based on evidence 
admissible in a court of justice and thinking denial to be useless he makes a clean breast of 
his guilt. Whatever be the motive leading toa voluntary confession, the fact that it is 
voluntary should be regarded as warranting its prompt commitment to writing by an unbiassed 
authority, if only for the reason that in some cases independent evidence sufficient for 
conviction is not obtainable. Power to secure such a record may also be regarded as almost 
essential if proper advantage is to be taken of section 26, Indian Evidence Act, which 
allows proof to be given of a confession made by a person in the custody of a police officer 
provided a magistrate was actually present at the making: in some cases the police will be 
able to procure a magistrate to be present, and an authorised record of what may be said 
is obviously a safer guide than oral evidence. Moreover, the present seems to be altogether 
an unsuitable time for withdrawing from the police a power they have enjoyed for nearly 
40 years, inasmach as the efforts of Government to improve the system of investigating officers 
have already begun to bear fruit. Again, a record made under section 164, Criminal 
Procedure Code, has a special value in cases where it is desirable to tender pardon to one of 
several accused persons: the court condacting the trial of the other participators in the crime 
is hereby enabled to know precisely what the approver’s original story was. 

5. Although, however, the power to record confessions given by section 164 should not . 
be withdrawn, experience shows that its possession by every magistrate is not desirable, - 
The “ nearest magistrate” to whom an accused person should be forwarded under section — 
167 (I) is too often a naib-tahsildar or an honorary magistrate who may be quite unable to —

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter no. 781-790, dated the 12th-19th 
July 191), on the subject of recording confessions of accused persons, and in reply to submit 
the following remarks. 

2. The rules* now in force are contained in the Judicial Commissioner’s Circulars 

i пов. 12, dated 27th February 1895, and 2, dated 21st 
® Copies enclosed. December 1906, and the Standing Orders issued by 
the District Magistrate of Coorg. 


3. The suggestions made in paragraphs 8 and 4 of the letter under reply are— 


(1) The prohibition altogether of the recording of confessions on the motion of the 
police. 

(2) The absolute prohibition of the recording of confessions by 3rd class magistrates, 
and the limitation of such power to the magistrate having jurisdiction or at 
least to a Ist class, or specially selected 2nd class magistrate. 


(8) An absolute rule that after confession an accused should not be given back into 
police custody. 


(4) That before confession an accused person should spend at least one night out of 
police custody. 


(5) The questioning of accused persons as to ill-treatment and examination of their 
persons before recording a confession, 


^. As regards (1) the local authorities remark that confessions are readily volunteered in 
the early stages of an investigation in Coorg. There is no reason in their opinion to apprehend 
that they are extorted by ill-treatment or undue pressure from the police, yet in nearly every 
instance they are retracted when the case comes on for trial. The reason is not for to seek, 
, After detention for a few days in Mercara Jail with other “ undertrials ” less unsophisticated 
than himself, the шсш 1 prisoner determines to have а fight for liberty. He engages a 
lawyer and retracts his confession, or even if he cannot engage a lawyer, he still retracts and 
hopes to have a better chance of escape. In such cases the Chief Commissioner is of opinion 
that a properly recorded confession may be of great use. Important witnesses can be gained 
over and a clever vakil may be able to make the worse appear the better cause, but it is 
always difficult to explain away a genuine confession. On the other hand, the recording 
magistrate, if he exercises due care, should have little difficulty in placing the proper value on 
a false confession which is being made under the influence of fear or ill-treatment, There 
can be little doubt that in cases of serious crime a prompt enquiry will often elicit the trath 
and the guilty man will blurt out his complicity in the crime. If, on the other hand, the 
accused person is taken into police custody without а magisterial record of his first confession 
and is subsequently placed in jail, the result may be and often is that he will deny his guilt, 
Tt may also beargued that in these circumstances an accused may be left longer in police 
— and that a confession made by him at а later date may have been induced by undue 
influence on the part of the police. 
_ 5. In regard to the second point, the Chief Commissioner is in favour of the recording 
of confessions by the highest magistrate available, but to provide against an accused bei 
unduly long in police custody en route he would require that all confessions shall be so record 
if the accused can be produced before such magistrate in one day's march : if not, the duty 
should be performed by the taluk magistrate, who, in Coorg, is ordinarily a man of experience 
— length of service and quite fit to be trusted to record a confession with due care, 
Roe RE . tH?

Standing Order no. 2 of 1909 which is as follows :— set

8. Fifth point.—The Chief Commissioner does not think that the body of a prisoner need 
be examined unless on enquiry he alleges ill-treatment ; there are other means of inducing 
confessions besides physical ill-treatment. If such allegations are made and marks of vi 
are discovered on the accused’s body the magistrate sbould have him examined by a medical 
officer without delay, and should place on record the result of the examination. 

9. The existing orders seem to deal very completely with dhe question of confessions, 
The Chief Commissioner would however suggest the following alterations and additions to the 
rules issued in Judicial Commissioner’s Circular no. z of 1906 :— 

(1) The addition of the rule mentioned in paragraph 9. 
(2) For Rule IV, substitute —

In such cases it wi 
usually be sufficient if the accused is removed from police custody and from their 
presence and either remanded to the sub-jail for a few hours or made to 
remain in the office or court room. Where no suspicion exists it is inadvisable _ 
to put off recording the confession until next day as the accused may meanwhile |

(6) Add a new Rule as Rule ІХ (4) relettering the subsequent classes :— E

In continuation of Circular no. 12, dated 27th February 1895, the following instructions 
on the subject of taking and recording statements and confessions of accused persons are 
issued for guidance :— 
I.—Every statement or confession by an accused person, recorded under section 364 or 
section 164 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, shall, whenever practicable, be’ 
recorded in the language in which such statement or confession is}made. 


II —When such language is not the language of the court as determined -by the local 
Government under section 558 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, or the 
language prescribed by an order under section 357 of the Code, the record of 
the statement or confession should, in all appealable cases, be translated into 
the language of the district, or into the English language where the sessions 
judge or magistrate ordinarily writes his proceedings in English, and such 
translations should be authenticated by the signature of the translator and also 
of the judge or magistrate before whom the statement or confession is made. 


ІІІ. The statement or confession should be written down fully and accurately, and, if 
not written by the magistrate with his own hand, the magistrate should, as the 
examination proceeds, make a memorandum of such statement or confession in 
thelanguage of the court or in English, with his own hand and under his 
signature. . 

IV.— The magistrate should only question the accused person so far as may be necessary 
to enable the magistrate to understand clearly the accused person's meaning. 
The statement must be recorded in the form of question and answer, and every 
question put and every answer made to such question, should be written down 
in

(f) In every case in which the record of a confession by an accused person taken under 


section 164 is received by the magistrate inquiring into or trying the case, the 
magistrate shall ask the accused person whether he made the statement pur- 


porting to have been made by him before the magistrate from whom the record

I have the honour to address you with reference to your letter no. 781—790 of 12th July 
1911, dealing with the question of confessions. lam not in favour of altering the existing rules 
in this province which appear to me to work well. It is trae that many persons, who make 
initial confessions withdraw these later, but in these cases it is very rare for an accused to give 
asa reason for the withdrawal of his confession that it has been obtained by pressure; he is 
usually content to flatly deny that he ever made such a confession at all. , v 


3. While these confessions are often of little value in the conviction of an individual 
offender, they are frequently of incalculable value in a country where raiding, gang robbery, 
murder by gangs, cattle lifting and rioting are rife, as an arrested person may and often does 
in the first despondeney of the moment of arrest make a confession and tell the whole story of 
the crime, giving the names of his companions and mentioning where the stolen pro 5з 
deposited : the man may deny this confession later, but in the meantime the police, Lai cis *4 
„the information which he has given them und wh’ h they could have obtained from nb diet 
source, have discovered the stolen goods, arrested vhe receiver in whose house they were found 
and arrested many members of the gang, with the result that people who were afraid to come 
forward while the gang was at large become willing and ready to give evidence and a 
ous organization is broken up. So far from restricting the power of taking confessions, I 
would encourage it by all the means in my power, leaving it to the sense of the magistracy 
and judiciary to asses individual confessions at their proper value and to bring to notice any 
case in which the prisoner states that his confession has been extorted by torture. Under our 
dual systems of judicial trial, with its numerous appeals, and of the trial of accused persons 
by their peers under the Frontier Crimes Regulations, it is almost impossible for an innocent 
man to be convicted in criminal cases, and I am glad to say that 16 is my belief that the 
practices of extorting confessions suborning witnesses and of judging the police by the percent- - 
age of convictions to cases are not prevalent in this province. * 


З. The measures you propose are, I presume, intended to be used as а remedy and not 
asa prophylactic, and I cannot too strongly urge in the interests of a simple and direct admi- 
nistration that the Government of India, may consider the advisability of deferring their | 
application in this province until there are some symptoms of disease. In no part of India do |

In accordance with your instructions, conveyed to me by the late Sir R. T. W. Ritchie, | 
I have made valuations of the Indian Civil Service Family Pensions as at 31st March 1917, 
at the tivo rates of interest prescribed, namely 4 per cent. and 44 per cent, and I now beg to 
submit my report upon the results of these valuations, and also upon the further question : 
referred:to me, namely, as to the probable effect of the regulations affecting benefits provided 
at the cost of the State, in view of the increase in the number of active service members 
beyond the 900 contemplated when the present scheme was instituted. 


2. In order to provide a suitable basis for the calculations, it is necessary to determine, 
approximately what is likely to be the future experience with regard to the following :--— 


(i) The rates of mortality at various ages of subscribers, and of actual and prospective” 
incumbents. ae 


(ii) The rates of marriage of the widows and of the daughters of subscribers. 


(iii) "The rates of marriage of unmarried subscribers, and the relative ages of husbands 
and wives at marriage. 


(iv) The number of sons and daughters born to subscribers of various ages. 


(v) The ages at which subscribers will retire from active service. 


3. The data available for this purpose at previous valuations have been somewhat meagre, ` 
and on this account I have found it necessary to make au investigation into the experience, 
not only of the Indian Civil Service Family Pensions, but also of the old Funds—the Bengal 
Madras, and Bombay Civil Funds—which furnish valuable information on the rates of mor- 
tality prevailing among subscribers and beneficiaries at the older . "The materials for this - 
investigation, which were furnished to me by Mr. Walter , C.S.L, the Accountant- 
General and Director of Funds, cover a nx of 21 years from 1st April 1890 to 31st March - 
1911 in each case. "The examination and analysis of the statistics thus brought together, and . 
the preparation therefrom of the requisite tables of graduated rates of mortality, marriage, ete, — 
have necessarily somewhat delayed the valuation, but in compensation for this we have for the 
first time what may, I think, be regarded as a really trustworthy basis for the financial 
estimates, and one which will be of value in the future.

14. The experience of the various Funds gives very little basis for estimating the rates 
of the re-marriage of widows. Of the widows drawing Indian Civil Pensions only 13 had 
been re-married up to the date of the valuation, and among widows drawing pensions from the 
Bengal, Madras, and Bombay Civil Funds only 10 re-marriages took place in the 21 years 
covered by this investigation. These numbers are insuflicient to furnish more than a mere 
indication of the probable rates of re-marriage in future. Uncertainty in regard to this factor 
of the valuation is, however, of much less importance than would be the case in regard to the .

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18. It will be seen that the rates of marriage in successive age groups do not progress 
with much regularity. On the average they are about 5 per cent. less than those deduced 
from the experience of the Indian Military Pensions, and about 20 per cent. less than in 
the experience of the Uncovenanted Service Pension Fund, the average age of marriage being 
moreover appreciably later than in that fund. Apart from the fact that the available data are 
not very extensive, there is the possibility to be considered of a fall in the marriage rate in 
the future, the effeet of which would be materially to increase the cost of pensions. То 
poo for this contingency the rates actually employed in the calculations, as shown in 

ble A in the Appendix, have been taken at 75 per cent. of the graduated rates deduced from 
the actual experience set cut in the above table. — . 58 


Retirements of Subscribers. 
19. The proportionate number of subscribers assumed to retire from active service at the 


various ages is a very important factor in the valuation. Among subscribers to the Indian 
Civil Pensions few retirements have as yet occurred, only a small number of subscribers 
having, at the date of the valuation, reached the ages at which retirements are to be expected, 
In determining the probable rate of retirements in the future, therefore, it is necessary to be 
guided, to a large extent, by the experience of the older funds. In Table VIII following 
will be found a statement of the number of subscribers in active service who were under 
observation at the various ages, and the number of those who retired at each age. The 
ages have not been siis. tale as in the previous statistical tables ив the rate of retirement 
varies considerably in passing from age to age.

On the whole it may be said that the tendency, 
while not very marked, has been towards an earlier ат of retirement ; and t| 
tendency is also observable in the experience of the two ues Qu Lais elapsed since the date 
of tbe valuation, the figures for these years having been supplied to me especially with a view 
to investigating this point. This tendency to an earlier age of retirement wi however, be 
effectively checked in the course of the next eight or ten years. Hitherto the retirements that 
have taken place, if we except early retirements on account of health, have been exclusively 
those of subscribers who entered prior to 1898, at a period, that is, when the average age at 
which subscribers entered the service, was about 21 years. But in that year a change in the 
regulations took effect which resulted in the ties, id age at entry into the serviee being 
increased to about 24 years. This will be apparent from the figures in the following table :—

case of married subsoribers withdrawals may be regarded as unimportant, as, no sum Т" 
allowed for the surrender of the contract, there will generally result а relief of liability to the | 
funds. The withdrawal upon their retirement of ied subscribers, however, will 
generally result in a loss to the funds; and in estimating the present value of the contribu- 
tions to be received from unmarried subscribers this must be taken into account. 

24. If we exclude from consideration early retirements on account of ill-health or other 
heir fewness and for other reasons, are not of importance 


special circumstances, which, from 6 
in this connection, the normal retirements, taking place, say, after 45 years of age, have been 


very few in the experience of the Indian Civil Pensions. Even if we include the two years 
elapsed since the date of valuation there have been only 10 such retirements of unmarried 
subscribers, and two only of these have withdrawn from membership at or subsequent to the 
date of retirement. The number of such withdrawals will no doubt be kept in check in the 
first place by the smallness of the contribution required frown retired unmarried, subscribers, 
and, secondly, by the probability of marriage, or in the case of widowers, of re-marriage, wi 

the consequent advantage in that event of having remained a subscriber. According to the 
experience of the old funds, about a third of the unmarried subscribers who retire at the 
normal ages eventually marry. Тһе element of selection will probably come into operation in 
the case of those retired subscribers who withdraw, and the probability of marriage or re- 
marriage in these cases may be less than the average, but this is hardly more than surmise, 
I have considered that it will be sufficient for the purpose of this valuation to assume that in 
future 25 per cent. of the unmarried subscribers retiring will cease to contribute, but that, on 
the otber hand, this will not affect the provision that will require to be made for pensions to 


future wives and children. 









Liabilities for Future Wives and Children. 


25. In addition to dealing with the liabilities that have actually accrued in the shape of 
pensions in course of payment and of the liabilities for contingent pensions to existing wives 
and children it is necessary in a valuation such as the present to bring into the account on 
the one side the present value of the liabilities for pensions in respect of any future marriages 
of contributors, whether now single or married, Pa in respect of any future births of children, 
and on the other side the present value of the donations and increased contributions which will 
become payable on the happening of these. 
^ 26. These liabilities for pensions to future wives and children have been sometimes 
referred to as “prospective ” to distinguish them, for convenience, from the more immediate 
and tangible liabilities for pensions in course of payment, or for pensions that may become 
pe to present wives and children. No material distinction, however, can be drawn 
‘ween these classes of liabilities. In general, when a. subscriber enters the service, the 
liabilities incurred in return for his contributions are entirely "prospective." The value at 
that date of the contributions he is required to pay as an unmarried subscriber ought to be 
‘sufficient to cover the value of the prospective liabilities for pensions to ап widow and any 
childrerf he may ultimately leave surviving him, allowance being made for the additional con- 
tributions and donations that he may be required to pay on marriage or at the birth of children. 
^^ As regards the pension to any future widow the cost is largely, though not altogether, met by 
the additional contributions and donations payable upon marriage, but this is not во as ses 
pensions to future children, the cost of these being only partly met by additional contributions, 
the balance being provided out of the contributions of unmarried subscribers. In treating the — 
latter as an asset it is necessary therefore to bring in on the other side of the Valuation 
Balance Sheet the value of the prospective liabilities they are intended to meet, otherwise û _ 
fictitious surplus would result. — 
27, Even assuming that there were at any particular valuation an approximate balance — 
between the present values of the pensions, and of the additional contributions payable in. _ 
of future marriages and births, this balance would be disturbed by any change, either - а 
in the amount of the contributions in the conditions under which they ате payable, or in the | 
rate of interest assumed in the valuation.

: Births of Future Children. 


31. For greater convenience of caleulation the numbers of íhe births of sons and 
daughters to fathers of given ages has been compared with the total number of subscribers, 
whether married or single, under observation at such ages. I have in this instance considered 
it advisable to confine the investigation to the past six years 1905—1911. During this period 
the ratio of the number of married men at each age to the total number of subscribers, at that 

; has been practically constant apart from small accidental fluctuations at individual ages. 
The following table gives a summary of the experience in the form of a statement of the _ 
number of subscribers under observation, in various age groups, during the six years, and the 
number of births of sons and daughters to fathers of those ages : —

Results of the Valuations. Ў 


36. The valuation Balance Sheet appended to this report shows оп detail the results of 
the alternative Valuations at 4 per cent. and 4} per cent. respectively, upon the assumption 
that the full rates of contributions and donations as set out in the Regulations are payable in 
future. It will be seen that according to the valuation made at 44 per cent. there ts an 
estimated surplus of 770,8971.; and according to the valuation made at 4 per cent. an estimat- 
ed srplus of 601,909/. 

37. In each case the surplus is much more than sufficient to provide for the continuance . 
of the abatement of 124 per cent. in the centributions which is at present operative. The 
existence of the surplus is due tothe fact that, mainly in consequence of light mortality 
pervailing amongst subscribers since the establishment of the present pension regulations, 
the-contributions have proved more than sufficient to provide for the liabilities incurred. 


38. As regards any proposals for the disposal of this surplus, certain suggestions have 
already been put forward with regard to the matters, and I have been instructed to consider 
and"feport upon these suggestions without delaying the presentation of this report. I propose 
in agcordance with these instructions to report immediately upon the proposals referred to in a 
supplementary report.

i Cost in future of Benefits provided by the State. 


89. It remains to deal with the further question upon which I am instructed to report, 
namiley, as to the probable effect of regulations affecting benefits provided by the State, in 
view of the increase in the number of active service members beyond the 900 contemplated 
when the scheme was instituted. At the date of the last valuation, 31st March 1905, the 
number in active service was 947, and at the date of the present valuations it was 1,168. 
This increase has been largely due to the fact that the members of the Bengal, Madras and 
* Bembay Civil Funds have been retiring gradually from active service, and their places 

in the service have been taken by younger men who are subscribers to the Indian Civil 
, Pensions. There were, however, at the date of valuation, only 49 members of the old funds 
remaining in active service, all of whom are over 50 years, and the majority of whom ma 
be expected to retire within the next year or two. It is not probable, therefore, that the rapi 
increase in the number of subscribers will continue in the future. In Table IX y 
been given a statement of the number of entrants, and the average age at entry for Íhe,past 
21 years. The figures appear to indicate that the numbers annually joining the service are 
fairly constant. Over the whole of the 21 years covered by the investigation, the average 
annual number of entrants has been ö0 ; for the latter half of that period, say the Ml years, 
1900-+1910, the average number has been 49:5; and for the six years elapsed sinee the last 
valuation the average number has been 50:5, so that we may fairly assume a figure of 50 
ebtittrants annually, as representing the normal condition of affairs. This number of annual

I would point out however, that the estimate given 
in the last paragraph, being founded upon the statistical tables employed as a basis for the- 
ı valuation, which contain, specially as regards the rates of marriage, certain margins to moet . 
contingencies, probably over-estimates to some extent the ultimate annual cost to . 
‘This was unavoidable except by the use of an independent set of tables, the construction of 
which would have meant a expenditure of labour and time. It should also be noted that 
the date at which the cost of pensions will attain its maximum level is very remote, and that 
upon the basis of the above estimate the annual cost to the Government will not reach 35,0004.
